The petitioners who filed the pe­ 
tition in involuntary bankruptcy in 
Farjro are State Bank' of Dresden, 
fiuy Humphreys of .Minneapolis and 
the Trondhjem Investment Company 
of .Minneapolis. The petitioners al- 
IcRed the .Monastery had been in­ 
solvent for a period of two years. 
Following the filing of schedules 
of assets and liabilities which ar<t 
said now to be in the course of pre­ 
paration by the attorneys for the 
monastery, a meeting of creditors 
will be called. 
Attorneys for the 
monastery, present when it was ad­ 
judicated bankrupt, did not resist 
the petition. 
The petitioners alleged the corpor­ 
ation was indebted more than $1,­ 
021,000, much of which indebtedness 
arose on account of money borrowed 
by the corporation 
from 
various 
corporations, partnerships and in­ 
dividuals.

Abraham Lincoln was not awkward. 
His father made 
him look that way. 
Former U. S. Senator Cornelius Cole, 
102 years old, recently wrote; 
“In justice to my friend, Abraham Lincoln, I want to 
correct the propaganda which has been going the rounds 
about his awkwardness. 
I was a member of the thirty- 
eighth Congress when he was president, and sat within 
arm’s length of him when he delivered his Gettysburg ad­ 
dress, 
I knew him well enough to deny that he was awk­ 
ward. 
“Tall, yes, and because of that he appeared a bit un­ 
gainly. 
But if he seemed awkward, it was because of his 
clothes. 
There were terrible tailors in those days.” 


Awkward tailoring did not do Lincoln any harm with 
the voters of his time. His tailor gave him a lot in common 
with the roughly garbed people back yonder.

X-ray pictures disclose that the

Arch Flexible, 
Ought To Be 
Guarded Closely 
X-ray pictures disclose that the 
arches of the human foot are not 
rigid but flex every time we take 
a step, according to Mr. Williams 
of the A. W. Lucas Shoe Dept. 
There are twenty-six small bones 
in each foot and these bones are 
placed by nature in arched forma­ 
tions. 
“These arches are flexible, as 
the bones are held together by 
ligaments and muscles, not cement­ 
ed together like masonry,” said Mr. 
Williams. “Nature placed springy 
arches under the body for the samo 
reason that man places springs 
under a car. We can’t walk com­ 
fortably without these springs in 
the feet. We ought not to inter­ 
fere with the flexibility of these 
arches, and by all means we must 
maintain the strength and tone of 
the foot muscles, by exercise and 
good health, otherwise they will 
fail to hold up the small bones in 
their natural arched formation. 
When these muscles weaken, the 
bones fall and that’s flat foot and 
no fun.”

should find the place put a coat of 
camphor around the box every two 
weeks or so. 


About every six months take the 


box down and scald it 
thoroughly 


with boiling1 soda water.

Federal reserve ^notea are direct 
obllgatlona ot the United Státea 
and ara receivable by all national 
banka and member banks and by 
Federal reserve banks, and tar all 
taxes, customs and other public 
dnes, but they are hot legal teedar 
tor private debts. These notes ere 
redeemable In gold upon the de­ 
mand of the holder at the Treasury 
Department of the United States in 
W ashington, or In gold or lawful 
money at any Federal reserve hank. 
The means by which Federal re­ 
serve notes are Issued and the se­ 
curity behind them are of consid­ 
erable in terest 
Any Federal ra- 
serve bank may make appilcatloo 
to the Federal reserve agent (the 
local representative of the Federal 
Reserve Board) tot such amounts 
as It may require, accompanying 
its application by a tender of col­ 
lateral equal to thg amount of noten 
applied for. 
This collateral con­ 
sists ot dotes or bills acquired 
> either by rediscount from member 
I banks or by purchase In the open 
market, or gold or gold certiflcates. 
’ Against Its Federal reserve notea 
that are In active circulation n Fed­ 
eral reserve bank Is required to 
hold n gold reserve of 40 per cent. 
But any gold deposited with the 
Federal reserve agent as collateral 
may be counted as part ot tbla re­ 
quired reserve. In order to redeem 
Us notes in gold when presented at 
the United States Treaáury each re­ 
serve bank must carry a gold fund 
with the treasurer ot the United 
States ot at least 6 per cent of its 
outstanding notea not covered by 
gold collateral, but this redemption 
tund counts as part ot the required 
reserve of 40 per cent. 
Federal reserve notes, then, are 
secured as follows: (1) They are a 
direct promise or obligation of the 
United States and of the Issuing 
Federal reserve bank; 
(2) . they 
have collateral behind them of at 
least 100 par cent, conalating of 
eligible paper or gold; (3) a gold 
reserve of 40 per cent Is required; 
(4) they are a flrat lien on the as­ 
sets of the Issuing Federal reserve 
bank. 
One of the prime reasons for pro­ 
viding for the Issuance ot Federal 
reservo notes was to secure an 
elaatic currency—that Is. a curren 
cy that would expand and contract 
with the needs of business. 
This 
was accomplished by permitting the 
issue ef these notes largely ‘against 
commercial paper. 
For example, 
when member banks are being 
callad on beavlly for loans they 
rediscount with their Federal re 
aerve bank some of their eligible 
notes. 
The reserve bank In turn 
deposits tbla paper with the Fed 


era? reserve relent, rocelviog from 
him a like am ount of Federal re­ 
serve notes which may be turned 
over to member banks lo return for 
notes It bss rediscounted, or ciP 
culated In tomd other way. 
Contraction ti practically auto* 
malic. 
If ihS> needs of business 
diminish there Is less need for cup 
rency and leSa borrowing at tbs 
meoibqi;^banks. These In turn re­ 
duce tbeir 
redlscounU st theif 
reserve betake by tUrulDg over U 
It funds received from the repay­ 
ment ot loans and from deposita. 
In times dt declining buelneas it la 
usual tor the member banks to re 
pay much ot their borrowing with 
Federal reserve notee deposited 
with them by their customere.
